Meeting Most Successful That Kenton County Course 
Has Enjoyed in Long Period of Years — Faunt* 
leroy Wins Closing Day’s Stake Event. 



Cincinnati, O., July l.'i. — I.atonia’s most successful 
ran* iji«‘etinK of re<-ent years came to a elose this 
arteriiooii witli an attendance almost as large as 
lhat oil Derby day. The meeting was remarkable in 
many respects. Discussing the mating General 
Manager John Ilachineister said: “1 am higlily 

graiihi^l with tha results. The outcome has ex- 
ee^'deil iny ex|>ectations and vimlii^ted my judgment 
lliat projierly <*ondncted racing will be well patron- 
ized at Latonia. Tbe association will net a protit 
greater than at any time since 1 have been exmnected 
with its affairs.” 

For getaway day Secretary Maginn furnished a 
card of seven races, which included the Cincinnati 
Hotel Handicap, carrying a monetary value of $2,- 
of which ^1,440 was the winner’s net portion, 
ii re^sulted in a victory for Fauutleroy, with Gover- 
nor (Jray second and Nimbus third in advance of 
other gooil racers. Though running to his best form 
Fauutleroy was lucky to laud the prize, us Governor 
Gray, Nimbus and Cbt‘rr.vola probably all would 
have beaten him with equal racing luck. Fractious 
acting cn the part of Doiian and Cherry ola contri- 
buted to a iXKir sendoflf, from which the three 
liorses specified suffei-ed most. Governor Gray 
showed great courage in closing a big gap and was 
going fastest at the end. His early efforts to get 
into contention caused Nimbus to weaken at the 
end. 

Fpsets again came frequently, Foxy Mary being 
tlie only successful choice during the afternoon. 
Her victory came in the sixth rac*e, and it is doubt- 
ful if she would have landed had Longhand not met 
with early interference.

'Jjie closing dash went to Any Port after a hard drive 
to lM»at Joe Morris. Any I’ori's showing also repre- 
«<*nted va.sl improvement ova*r recent essays. 

J. T. Williams in all probability beat himself out 
of first money in today’s stake race by the substitu- 
tion of joekey A. Burton for T. Rice on Governor 
«Jray. The latter complained to the judges of Cap- 
tain Williams' action and also put in a claim for 
luoiiey allegeil to he due him for riding Governor 
Gray in the Hamilton Derby. 

Irving II. Wheatcroft toilay lodged bis complaint 
with tlie judges against Capt. J. T. Williams for tbe 
latter’s allegeil failure to settle the mortgage held 
by .Mr. Wheatcroft against some of the Williams 
horses. It transpires that oir* of the horses that

, GOOD PROGRESS ON NEW TRACK. 

Spokane. Wash.. July 15. — Eight weeks from to- 
morrow starter Richard Dwyer will release the web- 
bing that will send away the first field of racers in 
the Opening I>a.v Handicap at the new Lake City 
track, near Post Falls. Idaho. For three months a 
large force of workmen has been employed erecting 
i^taiids, stables, padiiock and fences and now another 
force, under the direction of Superintendent W. W. 
Finn, is ajireadiug .'>.<100 cubic yards of top soil, sand 
and loam, over the new course. 

One hundred and fifty-thn*e stalls have so far iieen 
ordered n*served by liorse owners scattered in various 
parts of the northwest, the Rocky Mountain country 
-and Kentucky. This does not include turfmen who 
have informed the local promoters that they will 
ticnd some of their horses luH-e. l»ecau.se in these eases 
tlie iiuiniier of reservations were not spt*eified. It Is 
•‘Xpected that nearly l,0o0 horses will be here for 
llie inaugural nieeling. Some 250 of the 000 stalls 
lhat tin* management L*ouuts on building have been 
c*ouipleted.

R. F. Carman’s Kentucky Derby Winner, Meridian, 
Scores Over Best Horses On the Circuit 
in the Frontier Handicap. 



Detroit, Mich., July 15. — ^The inaugural day of 
(he first of the summer meetings of the Windsor 
Fair Grounds and Driving Park Association attracted 
a r«! cord- breaking attendance to the track across the 
liver thi.s afternoon. A splendid program was pro- 
vided for the o<*casIon and keen sjiort resulted. In 
H majority of the races the winners were under hard 
drives to score by small margins, and there was a 
snap to the rating that made the sport positively 
exhilarating. R. F. Carman furnished the winner of 
the feature rac»‘, the Frontier Handicap, in his good 
three-jear-obl. Meridian, which won with great ease 
by half a dozen lengths. In the early running Plate 
Glass furnished stout opposition and raced head and 
head with Meridian until well within the final fur- 
long, where the three-year-old drew away. The pace 
was fast until the last furlong, the fractional time 
being 24, 47g, 1:12?, 1:38?, l:52i. 

The selling race controversy started by Sam Louis 
at .Montreal has lieen taken up by R. F. Carman, 
and the latter was prominent In the bidding here 
this afternoon. After Cold Spring won the sixth 
race he was boosted $500 over his entered price of 
$.300, but was protected and bought in. When Colonel 
Ashmeade won his race a crowd gathered about tho 
stand with the expectation of a runup. They were 
not disappointed, .Messrs. Louis and Carman botJi 
taking part in the bidding. S. C. Hildreth had 
Colonel Ashmeade in for $800 and protected him by 
$5 bids until $1,300 was reached, w-hen he bid $1,500 
remarking that he thought that would stop the boost- 
era, and it did, as the horse went to Mr. Hildreth 
at that figure. 

Before ilie races this afternoon. Judge Charles F. 
Ib-ice called the jockeys together and warned them 
as to rough riding. H*» told the lads that thev 
need have no fear so long as they rode cleanly, but 
that susp«‘iision would follow an.v rough riding and 
that the secoini offense wfuild result in a recommen- 
dation to the Canadian Racing Associations for the 
revocation of the guilty one’s license. After the 
stake rac(*. Judge Price had occasion to act, and E. 
Dugan was the vletiin. Dugan liad the mount on 
Flint Rock and shortly after the start he kept bump- 
ing Countless and finally struck the latter’s rider 
with his whip. The result is that Dugan will lie on 
the ground for the remainder of the meeting. 

On the technical grounds of having failed to 
register a contingency in the horses Top Note and 
Isabel Casse, Tom Shaw was not permitted to b<x>k 
here this afternoon. Tliis spring Mr. Shaw decided 
to sever all his eouneotions with horses and he tried 
to disiKise of the two mentioned. .Tohn Powers 
offered to take the horses and pay for them as they 
won and they were transferred to Jiim. The matter 
will be straightened out by the Canadian Racing 
.Vssociations at their meeting on Tuesdav and It is 
roasoiiabh' to expi'Ct that Mr. Shaw Will he per- 
inittt'd to hook again.
